TITLES IN CANADA 
AGAIN PROPOSED 


DEPUTY SPEAKER OF COMMONS 
MOVES THAT OLD POLICY 
BE AMENDED 
——_—~ 

OTTAWA, Caniada.-—A decade ago 
the Canad‘an Parliament passed a 
resolution praying the King to re- 
frain in the future from granting 
titles to Canadian citizens, and since 
that time none has been bestowei 
in tais Dominion. Several attempts to 
have the resolution rescinded have 
met with failure, but the argument 
is due to be renewed. 

Armand Lavergne, member of the 
House of Commons from Quebec and 
deputy speaker of the House, has 
given notice that he will move for the 
restoration of titles to be awarded by 
His Majesty on recommendations of 
the Government of Canada, and the 
debate is likely to be an.interesting 
one though with small chance that 
the mot:on will carry. Death has play 
ed havoc with the gallant company 
of Camadian Knights in recent years 
and only a handful of titled gentle- 
men ape left in pybbic life. It is claim 
ed, however, that augmentation of 
their ranks would be unpopular with 
the masses of the people, and in the 
absence of a strong public sentiment 
it is improbable that the present pol- 
icy will be altered.

RURAL COUNGILS 
COLLECT SCHOOL TAX 


DRASTIC. CHANGE IN sveTeM oF 
ADMINISTRATION ADOPTED ~ 
BY ALBERTA GOV'T . 


EDMONTON- -One tax collecting 
authority in the rural municipalities 
of Alberta now becomes the rule. The 
government ‘s proclaiming by order- 
in-counciy the act providing that rur- 
al municipalities shall be nesponsible 
for the levying and collection of tax- 
es and for furnishing funds for 
schools within their aireas. : 
Al) strictly rural schools wholly 
or partly within a rural mamicipality 
are, by another order-in-council, be- 
ing broughit under the operation of 
the act, 

Heretofore steps along this line 
have been of a voluntary character 
and approximately 90 rural munici- 
palities, it is understood have ar- 
ranged on that basis to become col- 
lecting authorities. This is a major- 
ity of the municipalities in the prov- 
ince. 

Hon. Perren Baker, minister of 
education, anounces the proclamation 
of the act as part of the governments 
efforts to deal with the question of 
rural school operation.

deal wth any cases where difficulty 
is being cxperienced this being d2n- 
through  cnference between the mun.
